ST. PETERSBURG, Monday. The Gazette publishes 
a telegram saying that Mr. Allen, the United States Minis- 
ter at Seoul, has 1e:eived instructions from his government 
to send the transport Zafiro to pick up Americans who are 
in the Ping Yang district and remove them to Chemulpo. 
In addition, Mr. Allen has made arrangements for the pro- 
tection of American gold mining interests at Wiju. It is 
presumed here that Allen is purposely taking this course 
to create an incident which. will give the United States a 
pretext to land troops there. Admiral Evans’s threat to 
land marines at Newchwang in case of trouble and danger 
to the United States Consulate is noted here as yet another 
of the pin pricks given to Russia by the United States. 


GERMAN STEAMER FIRED UPON. 


CHEFOO, Monday. When the German steamer Pron- 
to arrived at the roadstead of Port Arthur the evening of 
February 10th, the officer in command of the guardship re- 
quested her to extinguish her lights, which was according- 
ly done, but shortly after midnight she was flashed upon 
by the searchlights of the warships. Mistaking her for a 
Japanese vessel, they fired upon her several times, damag- 
ing the chart room, the saloon deck and the officers’ cabin. 
Her signals were, however, recognized shortly afterward, 
and the firing ceased. The British steamer Shipian also 
underwent the same experience. Both vessels are lodging 
complaints against the Russian government through the 
consuls here. The damage amounts to several thousand 
pounds.

PORT ARTHUR NOW 
NAVAL STRONGHOLD. 


ONDON, Feb. 22.—[By Atlantic 
L Cable.] The report that four Rus- 

sian torpedo boats had been cap- 
tured reached Nagasaki from Chefoo, 
and it adds that the Russian crews of 
the four torpedo boats have been 
transferred, No other news of this 
attack has been received in London, 
but the Chefoo correspondent of the 
Morning Post, in @ dispatch dated 
February 22, says the statement is 
current there that the Japanese tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers in the attack on 
Port arthur, February 14, sunk or 
damaged two Russian battleships, in 
addition to the torpedo-boats already 
reported. It is possible, therefore, 
that the report of the Telegraph's 
Nagasaki correspondent also refers to 
the earlier attack. 

Viceroy Alexieff'’s retirement to 
Harbin is now an accomplished fact, 
anu a correspondent of the Associated 
Press cabses that Port Arthur is now 
strictly a naval stronghold and the 
forts are being manned by naval gun- 
ners. Only twenty foreigners are now 
at Por. Arthur, and they are traders 
disposing of their merchandise. Some 
of them are under suspicion, and 
there is likelihood of their being ar- 
rested. There are many complaints of 
unwarranted arrests, unexplained ex- 
pulsions and defamation of character 
by the Port Arthur police. 

The report that large bodies of Cos- 
sack and other troops are occupying 
Newchwang and Hsin Ming Tin are 
unfounded. 

According to the Nagasaki corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph the 
American squadron, the vessels of 
which are variously reported at Che- 
foo and Shanghai, is going to make a 
demonstration at the Yalu River. 

Indefinite reports of the movements 
of troops in the vicinity of the Yalu 
River and statements of attempts to 
cut the Siberian Raliroad are also pub- 
lished thie morning. 

The Wei-Hal-Wel correspondent of 
the Times describes a visit to Che 
mulpo, Korea, February 19, and the 
Japanese landing operations § there, 
which he says demonstrated that the 
Japanese military organization is su- 
perior to that of Buropean powers. A 
general Japanese advance along the 
Peking road to Ping Yang, Korea, the 
correspondent continues, is expected 
shortly. The original plan was to 
land at Masampho, but the naval suc- 
ceases enabled the Japanese to begin 
operations at Chemulpo, and a further 
change of basin to Chinnampho is 
highly probable. As soon as the ice 
breaks up, troops will be established 
at Ping Yang in sufficient strength to 
guard against a sudden Russian de- 
gseent. It is believed that while the 
sea power of Russia at Viadivostok is 
intact, the Japanese will not attempt 
to land on the eastern coast of Ko- 
rea. As an evidence of Japan's in- 
tention, it is worthy of note that her 
cruisers are busy patrolling toward the 
northwest of Korea, and that she is 
not landing arullery at Chemulpo. 
Everything suggests an immediate 
dash for a strategic position in North- 
erh Korea, the correspondent con- 
cludes, and it is possible that the Rus- 
sians are considerably further south 


than is supposed. 


TROOP-MOVING CAPACITY. 

RUSSIANS IN POOR SHAPE. 
(BY THE ASEOCIATED PRESS--P.M.) 
BERLIN, Feb. 22.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.} The Military Wochenblatt, 
the organ of the German General 
Staff, has published an article discuss- 
ing Russia’s prospects of reinforcing 
her army in East Asia.

SURVEILLANCE JUSTIFIED. 
RUSSIAN STUDENTS’ CASE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 
BERLIN, Feb. 22.—{[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The debate which began in the 
Reichstag January 19, regarding the 
police surveillance’ of Russian students 


Prussian Diet, and the Prussian Minis- 
ter of Justice, Dr. Schoenstedt, and the 
Prussian Minister of the Interior, Frei- 
herr Von Hymmerstein, went at length 
into the allegations made in the Reich- 
stag by Herr Haas (Social Democrat.) 
Herr Babel, the Social leader in the 
Reichstag, and others. The Minister 
explained the action of the government 
in thie matter so satisfactorily that 
they won the approval of the opposli- 
tion speakers. 

Dr. Schoenstedt gave a full state- 
ment of the reagons for the arrest of 
a number of Socialists at Koenigsbursz, 
which had aroused such bitter denun- 
clationg from the Socialistic speakers 
in the Reichstag. He said the State 
attorneys of East Frussia had long 
been aware of the existence of a sys- 
tem of smuggling undesirable litera- 
ture into Russia, and «xamination had 
resulted in finding extensive deposits 
of /these pamphiets hidden in various 
border towns. They succeeded in se- 
curing a number of these documents 
most of which had been prepared in 
Switzerland and translated into Rus- 
sian and ldthuanian. Translations in- 
to German showed that many of these 
pamphiets were of a treasonable and 
anarchistic character. 

Dr. Schoenster read a passage from 
one document which expressiy advo- 
cated murder, and quoted the follow- 
=e phrase: “I prefer. however, 
Nicholas II should not die by a bul- 
let, but rather be reserved for the 
scaffold.” 

A search of houses where this liter- 
ature was found brought out the fact 
that twelve to thirteen persons engaged 
in the smuggling were all Social Demo- 
crates and correspondence was seized 
which points very strongly to the as- 
sumption that they were acting under 
orders of the party managers. 

Freiherr Von Hammerstein. in hts 
address, referred to a smal! book that 
had been seized, which gave minute di- 
rections for the organizing of murder- 
ous plota, 

After the Minister of the Interior con- 
cluded, a few short addresses were 
made and every one expressed satiafac- 
tlon with the government's statement. 
One speaker regretted that these ex- 
plantations were not given in the 
Reichstag at once, so that force of the 
socialisitc charges there might have 
been broken.

SERIOUS ACCIDENT TO LOCAL 
STREET-CAR SYSTEM. 


Electric Equipment of Los Angeles 
Railway Company's Plant Threat- 
ened With Destruction—Half the 
Cars Called in Last Evening. 


The/ buroaing out of two large 
ground caples at the power-house of 
the Los angeles Railway Company at 
5:39 o'clock last evening created ex- 
citement along Central avenue, be- 
tween Second and Seventh streets, 
the section resembling Inferno for a 
few minutes. It was the closest call 
the company ever had, a complete 
shut-down of the system ‘being 
threatened with the possible destruc- 
tion of the whole plant. 
the cars of the city were called 
and a twenty-minute service was in- 
stituted on all lines 

A 500-horse-power dynamo at 
sub-station on the corner of San Pero 
and Fifty-fourth street burnt out be- 
cause of overwork, raising havoc with 
the interior of the plant. 

The trouble was caused by the rust- 
ing of the underground coppers which 
take the return eurrent to the switch- 
poard, thus throwing a load on 
overhead ground wires 


from the power-house up to Second 
street and down to Seventh. One of 
the cables burned in two and fel] to 
the ground, and excep? for the work 
of employés in the vicinity in keeping 
tie crowd back the accident would 
have proved fatal to the mass of 
people who had congregated along the 
streej}. The large pole just inside of 
the fence caught fire and the corner 
of the power-house was ablaze up to 
the windows. Finally linemen suc- 
ceeded in cutting the two most threat- 
ening cables and saved the plant from

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 22.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.)

Preparatory to starting wher the oil 
im the tender caught fire from 
the firebox and in an instant the 
engine was doomed. An explosion fol- 


lowed and the flames were quickly 


communicated to the combination car, 
Cirectly behind. 
on the siding and its engine was quick- 
ly detached, run on the main line, and 
“the balance of the train hauled away 
from the blazing engine and coach, thus 
Saving it from destruction. The flames 
quickly attacked the depot, a frame 
building, which was soon wiped out. 
Citizens formed a bucket brigade and 


by hard werk succeeded in keeping the 


flames from spreading to the town. The 
: loss was thus confined to the railroad, 
‘and the officials estimate the loss at 


about $20,000, including engine, car 
and depot. The telegraph poles were 
burned down, destroying communica- 
tion from Bakersfield south. For a time 
it was greatly feared that the town 
was doomed. The fireman, who was 


on the engine saved himself by jump- 
Ing, and the engineer was not injured. 
The balance of the trainmen escaped 
and no passengers were hurt, although 


many were greatiy frightened. The 
train reached Bakersfield about two

ican may well be proud of his coun- 
try and love it, for it is the home of a 
citizenship which has its source in 
manhood, it is the home of a political 
freedom, the guardian of individual 
liberty. Ite mission among nations is 


+to prove to the world that the people 


can politically govern themselves. By 
ita history of more than a hundred 
years it has established beyond ques- 
tion that popular self-government can 
be, and is, a success. The most heroic 
sacrifices were demanded in solving 
the problem, and it was only after a 
revolution and civil war that all 
doubts were oved. Our citizenship 
does not come by will of a monarch, 
or of princely families, but is declared 
as inherent in our manhood and guar- 
anteed by a constitution made and ac- 
cepted by the people. The individual 
ciéizen is our unit of government. He 
is the source of the greatness of the 
republic as hg is the reason for its 
existence, and its duty is to protect 
him in the enjoyment of life, Uberty 
and happiness. The political indepen- 
dence of the common man and not 
the wealht. culture orfredom of a su- 
perior class is the test and proof of 
our national success. The God-given 
right of the individual is the very ba- 
sis of all our political rights. 

“Our country is the noblest political 
expression of man's inalienable rights. 
To be a citizen of such a country is 
the glory of our manhood. Our citizen- 
ship is a title of honor richer than 
those ©f family rank or of kingly fa- 
vor. It is a character which is our 
own, given by God through our man- 
hood and guaranteed us in its exercise 
by the charter of our political rights. 
Moral, social and economic problems 
confront us. Our duty is to study 
them and solve them in the light of 
justice. Dangers confront us on many 
sides, but the present dangers are no 
greater than those which have already 
been met and overcome. Social and po- 
litical heresies threaten the body 
politic. Speed madness and greed 
madness are responsible for many of 
our difficulties. Large interests lie in 
wait to crush small ones, mighty com- 
binat/ons are apt to be unjust in their 
relations with individuals. Politics are 
debauched, not by the poor who are 
bribed, but by the designing politician 
who tn his wealth feels that money will 
purchase power. Home life is threat- 
ened by the monster of divorce, fam- 
ily responsibilities are strenuously 
shirked, wanton extravagance, osten- 
tatious display of wealth, creates un- 
rest among the poor. The extremes of 
socialism develop, and anarchy and 
revolution are almost within touch of 
our borders. Our hope i« in the return 
to a simpler life with better ideas of 
what life really is. The trend toward 
state socialism leads to paternalism 
and there ia danger that the individual 
mav be lost in the state and we may 
go back to pagan conditions. 

“We need faith In our country and 
our country’s God. We need faith In 
one another, self-reliance and self-con- 
trol in ourselves, the wisdom to make 
just laws and the willingness to obey 
them. Heart service and not lip service 
leads nations to renown. Open the 
doors to all men fleeing from persecu- 
tion for conacience sake, but close them 
to all men fleeing from prosecution 
for crime. The individual citizen should 
aim at the ideal, an American in spirit 
as well as in name—tliberal and tust, 
fair-minded and trustful. full of hope 
in the future of his country and full 
of courage to defend It, loving liberty 
as a gift of God, guarding it eacrediy 
by the tnteerity of a personal life, con- 
ceding to all others the rights he claime 
for himeelf, full of high-mindedness. 
truetfulness, confidence, sobriety and 
justice. TI firmiy believe in the future 
of my country and Tam not willing to 
giv® place to the pessimist who has 
lost faith in the people. If things are 
bed. set to work to remedy them. If 
there are dangers, meet them like 
men. It is an age of greed, but it is 
riso an age of charity and religion. 
There is a worship of power and suc- 
cess, but there is also a worship of 
God. My trust is in God and the peo- 
ple.” 

“Goodness is the source of greatness, 
and the good man ia the best citizen. 
The man who believes in God and loves 
Flim will give the best service to the 
State. Educate men. but have God in 
their education. Honor the man who 
demands that religion be the woof and 
warp of all education. Liberty de- 
mands that we should tiook to the 
source of our citizenship and allow no 
polson to enter into the well springs of 
public life. We need manhood more 
than money, and character more than 
armies. We need respect for moral law 
more than astatute enactment. This 
strong young republic of the Weet is a 
giant in its strength and has a heart 
large enough for all humanity. Mag- 
nificent tn thy possibilities, O my coun- 
try. raine up true men to love thee, to 
guide thee, to protect thee, to fight for 
thee, and if necessary, to de for 
thee. Thy flag is our pride, thy Con- 
stitution our safeguard, thy life our 
life. 

“Re thy etrength tn the character of 
a manhood and womanhood, loving 
good and hating evil, true to the idea 
that what is morally wrong can never 
be politically right. O my country, 
land of freedom, may thy men be brave 
and thy women pure, may thy homes be 
the nurseries of good citizens, may true 
religion dominate our life, may the lea- 
son of liberty be engraved upon our 
hearts and with it the sentiment that 
if to ourselves and to our God we be 
true, we never can be false to thee.” 

With a byret of eloquence Toastmas- 
ter Stewart introduced Gov. Pardee, 
who responded to the toast, “Califor- 
nia.” The Governor was enthustasti- 
cally received and the banqueters 
cheered him to the echo before he 
was permitted to begin his spech. 

SPEECH OF GOV. PARDED. 

“Tl would that Weahington might rise 
from out the tomb, and, welcomed by 
the leve that fills the heart of every 
loyal American, might make a present 
progress through the land his valiant 


| sword and mighty statesmanship made 


possibile! I would that he might visit, 
one by one, the sister States, receive 
their homage and review the many 
great things each has done. And then, 
as always should be done, reserving 
beet for last, I would that he might 
come to California. And, as he made 
his progress through this ‘land of eun- 
shine, fruit and flowers,’ cheered and 
greeted by the loud, yet reverent, ac- 
claims of all of California's and 
thrice-blessed people, I woul at I 
again might be the Presidential cice- 
rone.” 

This was Gov. Pardee’s preliminary 
comment, and es he proceeded he 
painted a picture of material develop- 
ment possible only to a ijoyal Native 
Son, who has participated in and con- 
tributed to that development, and from 
a glorious past finds the earnest of a 
more prosperous future. 

“With pride I would point out to the 
first American Shasta’s hoary head, 
guarding the north gate,”’ continued 
the speaker. “I would show him the 
beautiful cafion of the Sacramento, 
where a half-century ago its river 
banks were lined with busy miners, 
taking from gravel bars the gold that 
lure@ to this far off wilderness the 
sturdy pioneers of ‘49. Then to the 
great San Joaquin Valley, stretching 
almost five handred miles, i would 
with pride dwell upon the fertility of 
this vast region where on aimost any 
single acre there can be raised every- 
thing needed for the support of a na- 
tion. 1 would fill his hands with or- 


anges, lemons, olives, grapes, pears, 
plume, apricots, prunes, apples, nec- 


tarines and all the other fruits ani 
berries, from the fertile acres of Shasta. 
Butte, Nevada, Placer, Sacramento. 
Yuba, Sutter, Glenn, Colusa, Tehama. 
Yolo, Solano, Sonoma, Napa, Contra 
Coeta, Alameda, Santa Clara, Santa 


lare, Fresno and Kern. And I would 
point out to him the great wheat flelds 
known around the earth, which have 
made our State almost the granary of 
the world. 

“And if this should fail to impress I 
would take him to the great bay which, 
unaccountably, escaped the eyes of 
Sir Francis Drake. I would take him 
up the winding way that leads to the 
top of Tamalpais. and let him gaze 
upon the wondrously beautiful scenes 
there spread out before him. I would 

int out to him, through the Golden 

ate, the great ocean, once furrowed 
by the keelg of Magellan, Cortez, Ca- 
brillo and Viscaino—that ocean which, 
by Neptune's stern command, is never 
lashed to fury by Boreas's awful 
breath, and upon whose peaceful bosom 
will spread their wings, long, stach 
argosies as will astound the god of 
commerce and of trade. 

“And, on the other hand, I would let 
him look upon the wondrous bay, dis- 
covery of the soldier, Ortega, with Por- 
tola and Palou, on which, placid, calm, 
serene, the fleeted navies of the world 
might ride landlocked and safe from 
storm and wave. I would saow him 
my native city of nigh half a million 
souls, enthroned, like Rome, upon her 
seven hills, where, less than three 
score years ago, the shifting sand 
dunes held supreme control. 1 would 
show him the milles on miles of Ala- 
meda's and Santa Clara's famous vine- 
yards and orcherds; let him gaze upon 
the sunny slopes of San Mateo, .trace 
out for him the courses of the Sacra- 
mento and the San Joaquin, and indl- 
cate where, far beyond Diablo's high- 
held head, the cloud-like, snowy peaks 
show where the Sierras shut off the 
eastern sky. 1 would enumerate to him 
the sixteen counties, California coun- 
ties, each larger than some sovereign 
States of this great Union, that can 
be seen by him who stands on top of 
Tamalpais. 

“I would show him the State's great 
University, nestling at the foot of 
Berkeley's hills, the institution under 
whose protecting wing three thousand 
of our California boys and girls wor- 
fhip at Minervg’s shrine. And, glitter- 
ing point upon Mt. Hamilton, some 
fifty miles away, | would show to him 
the dome that shelters ‘neath its snow- 
white hemisphere the great Lick tele- 
scope, a part of California's univer- 
sity. And, down at Palo Alto. with 


other great institution, Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr. University, tts beautiful 
buildings dedicated to the use of all- 
fornia’s youth by private benefaction. 

“Then speeding southward, | would 
spread before him the giorious pan- 
orama of this favored section and te! 
him of the village, now grown to the 
magnificent proportions of our present 
day Los Angeles, to which al) Califor- 
nians point with pride. I would take 
him through the streets of this great 
City of the Angels, and, amid the roar 
of traffic of this metropolis of the busy 
Gouthiand, I would tell him of the wide 
expanse of almost worthles# pasture 
land now covered by your great buli 
ings, your imposing churches and your 
magnificent homes. I would tell him 
of the struggles of those who firet en- 
deavored to exploit your possibilities, 
now your partially achieved realities, 
and I would recount to him tales of 
the departed glories of that pastora!

CAPTURE OF THE FORTS. 

In 1871, rumors reaching this country 
that some of the crew of the missing 
trader were alive and in confinement in 
lhorea, our government decided upon a 
determined effort to affect their release 
or ascertain thelr fate, and Rear-Ad- 
miral Jonn Rodgers was sent to. the 
Korean coast with a fleet consisting of 
the Colorado, Benicia, Palos and on- 
ovacy. For a few days after his arrival 
some progress was made, but one day 
while the small boats from the fleet 
were surveying the Ping Yang River 
they were fired upon by the forts elong 
the shore and several men were 
ounded. 

Admiral Rodgers determined that this 
insult should not pass overlooked, and 
on Junme 11, 1871, he landed a force of 
644 sallors ana marines and carried by 
storm the forts which defended the 
river, The American loss was three 
killed and seven wounded, among the 
former being Lieut. Hugh McKee, com- 


manding the landing party, who was 
run through by a Korean spear as he 
led his men into one of the forts. The 


forts were defended by several thous- 
and natives and their loss was heavy, 
including the commander, a brother of 
the King, who was severely wounded, 


captured and carried on board the Colo- 


rado. He viewed the efforts of the eur- 
geons to save his life with little in- 
terest, making known to them that if 
he lived his brother would surely cut 
his head off. He soon after died of his 


wounds, 
A 


Further efforts to communicate wit 
the authorities were unsuccessful an 
Admiral Rodgers sailed away, leaving 
the fate of the General Sherman as 
great a inystery as ever. 

SHUFELDT'S SUCCESS. 
For many years after this abortive 


expedition of Admiral Rodgers Korea 


was relegated to the background of 
American diplomatic agd naval affairs. 
Her policy of !solation® became an ac- 
cepted fact, and except for the quiet, 
dogged persistency of one man who had 
made up his mind that the bars to 
progress must be throwg down, there 
would perhaps today be no Korean 
question to vex the foreign cffices of 
Russia and Japan. That man was 
Commodore Shufeldi, who littl relished 
his cavaliér treatment by the Korean 
authorities, and returned to America 
to begin a fifteen years’ campaign for 
the privilege of attempting to overeome 
the apparently almost insuperable ob- 
stacles. 

In 1881 Shufeldt, then a commodore, 
went to China armed with the neces- 
sary authority for the negotiating of a 
treaty with Korea. He went to China 
rather than to Korea, for the excellent 
reason that he had no grounds for be- 


‘lieving that he could gain access to 


Korea, and because he knew further- 
more that Korea would make no treaty 
with a foreign power without the assent 
and approval of China. 

In Peking and at Tien-Tsin there was 
a long negotiation with Li Hung Chang 
until finally, ali being ready, the U.S.5, 
Swetara, under command of the present 
Rear-Admira!l Cooper, was dispatched 
to Chefoo to take the American em- 
beesy on board and convey it te Korea. 

A STRANGB EMBASSY. 

And what an embassy it was! It con- 
sisted solely of Commodore Ffhufeldt, 
with the treaty in his valise, and an 
ancient Chinese scholar, who had been 
engaged ‘‘hefoo under the impres- 
sion that his services might be useful 
as interpreter. \s he aepoke nothing but 
Chinese and nobo 'v on the ship under- 
stood that languag:. it is needless to 
say that hie services Were not very 
valuable. When Chemulpo was reached, 
however, two Chinese gtnboats, re- 
cently purchased of the Armetrongs, 
were found in port, and the commander 
of one of them, having been educated in 
Paris, proved a useful interpreter in 
many ways, 

The commodore, In his awn. person, 
compensated in large degree for the in- 
sienificange of his sulte, being a man of 
reaily colossal Ogure and most impos- 
ings presence. He wae said to have been 
one of the few men who eame in con- 
tact with Li Hung Chang, himeelf six 
feet four in height, who could look 
down upon him in a literal sense. Be- 
sides being of imposing personal ap- 
pearance the commodore was 4 man of 
most engaging manners, especially 
noteworthy for a uniform consideration 
for subordinates, that made serving 
under him always a pleesure. 

The short paseage from (Chefno to 
Chemulpo was uneventful. Save for the 
two Chinese gunboats, and a few junks 
and fishing boats there wea little life 
about the harbor. Scattered hu's lined 
the shore, burt there was nothing Iike a 
town of consequence. Boats came along-

_ A day or two passed with no signs 
of the Korean commissioners, when, 
to relieve the monotony of swalting, 
three of the younger officers aaked and 
secured the commodore’s permission 
to visit the shore and make a small 
excursion inland. The permission was 
given with some reldctance and with 
abundant cautions that were no doubt 
suggested by the previous experiences 
of the commodore and other Ameri- 
cans. 

No difficulty was experienced in 
landing: a few idly curious natives, 
mostly boys, lined the shore, but that 
was all until, having proceeded a mile 
or so from the beach, it was observed 
that a considerable number men, 
armed with antique flint-locks, swords 
and spears surrounded them at some 
little distance, while flocking over the 
environing hills were many others, their 
white robes making them conspicuous 
objects on the horizon. Presently an 
altercation seemed to arise among the 
unwelcome attendants. There seemed 
to be two parties with many shouts 
and much brandishing of weapons. The 
venturesome trio of officers understood 
nothing of the matter of dispute, but 
remembering the General Sherman, 
were considerably alarmed. and dlis- 
cussed the expediency of an immediate 
retreat to the ship. Concluding, how- 
ever, that that might be construed 
as a sign of weakness it was decided 
that the best thing to do would be to 
push as boldly as possible ahead and 
await developments. This seemed to 
have the effect of separating the natives 


|into two parties, one of which closely 


surrounded the exploring expedition, 
while the other hung on the outskirts 
in more or less noise and disorder. 
Thus they marched for a mile or two 
further, conscious that they were cap- 
tives, and speculating rather unpleas- 
antly as to tbeir destination, until 
they perceived a small village in a val- 
ley before them, and on the opposite 
hillside what looked like a large Jap- 
anese temple open on the side towards 
the valley. Through the village they 
were conducted, the curious population 
lining the streets, and then up a stone- 
paved road toward the temple. Along 
this road were soldiers, saddled ponies 
and sedan chairs. ‘As the temple was 
neared they discerned a semi-circle of 
grave and elegantly-appareled Koreans 
seated within. They rose, greeted the 
visitors mildly and courteously, and 
motioned them to take chairs which 
were placed for them. An attempt at 
conversation followed, which, being 
confined to Korean and English words, 
intermingled with signs and smiles and 
shrugs, soon grew tiresome, and there 
was much mutual relief when a long 
table was produced and rapidiy spread 
with a Korean feast. As the menu is 
recalled now by one of what was per- 
haps the very first foreign visit to Ko- 
rean soil that did not have a tragic 
result, it consisted largely of sweets, 
washed down with tea favored with 
ginger, and another beverage like the 
Japanese saki, no doubt distilled from 
rice. The feast was partaken of as 
heartily as stomachs would permit, 
and as soon as seemed courteous the 
desire to withdraw was signified 
whereupon a saddled pony and an at- 
tendant footman, who led the pony. 
were provided for -eaah, and thus 
mounted and attended, and accompa- 
nied also by a guard of soldiers, the 
three Inquisitive youngsters made their 
way back to the landing, much _ re- 
lieved that their trip had had so happy 
an ending. It was not until the next 
day when the Korean commission vis- 
ited the ship to pay its respects to the 
commodore that they became aware 
that they had eaten the feast intended 
for him. There was no more shore- 
leaves given after this. : 
The treaty, which, among other 
things, as has been recently pointed 
out, mutually binds each of the tWo 
parties to at least the moral support 
of the other in case of trouble, was 
formally signed on May 22, under a 
marquee which had been erected on 
shore by the Koreans. Before leaving 
the ship for this crowning act of his 
fifteen years’ campaign, Commodore 
Shufeldt made the unpleasant discov- 
ery that there was no such thing as 
a seal of the United States on board, 
and there was much perplexity in the

FARMING BY MAIL. 

NEW IDEA AT BERKELEY. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—F.M.! 
BERKDBLEY, Feb. 22.—Farmers al! 
over the State may receive an educa- 
tion in agricultural pursuits now with- 
out leaving their plows and coming to 
the University of California. This wil! 
be possible through a correspondence 
school that is about to be established 
by the agricultural college at the uni- 
versity, the preliminary steps havin. 
already been taken. 

The scheme is a very simple one. It 
consists in supplying the farmefs with 
literature on subjects appertaining to 
agricultural pursuits. 

It Is proposed to egtablish reading 
centers in various parts of the State, 
80 that numbers of farmers may visit 
them and pursue any line of study. If 
a farmer lives in a place remote from 
one of these centers he will be supplied 
with the literature just the same. Text- 
books and bulletins iesued by the col- 
lege will be sent out at the expense of 
the farmers, and after they finish vol- 
umes they will be sent to others. 

Prof. F. G. Woodworth is prepar- 
ing a circular expleining the system 
to the farmers. The first course will 
be given in economic entomology, and 
when it is completed the college wil! 
send out members of the faculty to 
conduct examinations.

Decision Regarding Blockade 
of Venezuela Ports. 
Three Powers Get Their 
Thirty Per Cent. First. 


Hague Court Favors Eng- 
land, Germany, Italy. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M)} 

THE HAGUE, Feb. 22.—[By Atlan- 
tie Cable.}] The arbitration tribunal, | 
which has been considering the claims 
of the blockading powers for preferen- 
tion treatment of their claims against 
Venezuela has decided unanimously 
that the three blockading powers— 
Great Britain, Germany and Italy— 
have the right to a preference of 30 
per cent. of the custom duties at La 
Guaira and Puerto Cabello, the liti- 
gants to pay their own costs in the 
procedure and divide equally the 
costs of the tribunal. The United 
States is commissioned to carry ouc 
the decision of the tribunal within 
tbree months. 

In giving judgment, the tribunal 
pointa out that it has been guided by 


international law and the equity of 
the case and that the protocols signe. 
at Washington since February 13, 
1908, and principally the protocol of 
May 7, whereby the obligatory nature 
cannot be doubted, form the legal ba- 
sis of its sentence, and that the tri- 
bival is not competent te question 
the jurisdiction of the mixed commis 
sion at Caracas, nor to judge their ac- 
tion or the character of the warlike 


operationg of the blockading pewers, 
nor to decide if the three blockading | 
powers exhausted all pacific means to 
prevent the necessity for employing ; 
force. 

The tribunal decides that it is only 
in a position to certify that since 1901, 
Venezuela refused arbitration, 
posed on several occasions by Ger- 
many and Great Britain; that, after 
the war, no formal treaty of peace 
was concluded; that the operations of 
the blockaders were stopped before 
they had received satisfaction for all 
their claims; and further, that the 
question of preferential treatment was 
submitted to arbitration. 

The tribunal declares that it found 
and recognized in these facts precious 
evidence in favor of the great princi- 
ple of arbitration in all phases of in- 
ternational conflict. In adhering to 
the protocols, the blockaders could not 
have intended to renounce their ac- 
quired rights nor their de facto 
position. The government of 
Venezuela itself has recognized in 
principle the well-foundedness of their 
claims while it had not recognised 
those of the non-blockading powers, 
and, until the end of January, 1903, 
made not the slightest protest against 
the claims for preferential treatment. 
Thronghout the diplomatic negotia- 
tions, Venezuela constantly distin- 
guished between the allied powers 
and the neutrals. These latter, not 
having protested against the claims 
for preference of the blockading pow- 
ers, either at the time the war stopped 
nor immediately after the signature 
of the protocol of February 13, the 
government of Venezuela only agreed 
in respect to the allied powers to of- 
fer special guarantees for the fulfill- 
ment of its engagements. 

The good faith which should direct 
international relations imposes the 
duty on the tribunal of declaring that

of the allied powers could relate only 
to the latter powers. Neutrals could 
in some respect profit by the circum- 
stances created by the operations of 
the war without acquiring new rights, 
the rights already acquired remaining 
absolutely intact. In the decision, the 
United States is charged enerely with 
the carrying out of the decision re- 
gardiag costs. 

After the delivery of the decision, 
President Muravieff, the Russian 
Minister of Justice, in a short speech, 
declared that the findings had been 
reached after a most minute and tm- 
partial investigation. Like all 
man acts, he added, the decision was 
susceptible to criticism, but now it 
was made, everybody should accept It. 
The arbitration, begun in times of 
peace, has ended amidst the sinister 
acts of war, which was a terrible ob- 
stacle in the path of light and prog- 


ress. 

In spite of all good will, alas, no one 
was secure against unexpected hostile 
attack. A nation was obliged to ac- 
cept a war when the legitimate de 
fense of honor and liberty was in- 
volved. The just Providence which 
ruled over battles will distinguish be- 
tween right and .unfounded preten- 
sions. At the end of this war between 
a European and an Asiatic -people 
the right will shine out afresh. The 
president concluded with saying that 
The Hague arbitration tribunal re- 
mains always the rampart of justice, 
truth an reason and the sublime hope 
of the future.

BY A RISING VOTE. \ 


The resolution providing for the es-

ly repudiating the right of the citizen to 
dispose of his time, skill and prod- 
ucts as his judgment and opportunity

The resolution further specifies that 
the use of the union label is no indi- 
cation of the quality of the goods man- 
ufactured or that they were manufac- 
tured by a better class of laborers 
than goods which do not bear the 
union label, and that the label, when 
used, is a surrender of individual 
freedom and a badge of subserviency 
and often an indication that undue in-

SPREAD OF THE BOYCOTT. 

Daniel Davenport, executive agent 
of the American Anti-boycott Associa- 
tion, addressed the convention on the 
spread of the boycgtt, with disaster 
to the American institutions, that is 
being carried on by the American 
Federation of Labor. He detailed the 
boycott of the D. E. Loewe Hat Com- 
pany of Bridgeport, Ct. carried on 
by the American Federation of Labor 
and the United Hatters of America. In 
this case, Samuel Gompers and thie 
Executive Committee officers of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the officers and members of the hatters 
union have been sued for damages 
and the property of the defendants 
has been tied up, pending the outcome 
of the case. 

“There lies before us a great duty 
of defense and preservation” said Mr. 
Davenport. “It is a great problem 
facing the people of this country, the 


recovery of the right of men 
to run their own business and 
the right of every man to work, 


whether he belongs to a union or not, 
without fear of being assaulted, intim- 
idated or killed. It is a greater prob- 
lem than any which now confronts this 
country, and I am giad to see the way 
the people of this country have been 
aroused by Mr. Parry. This conven- 
tion is an assurance that his words of 
warning and wisdom have fallen upon 
fruitful ground. Success is bougd to 
follow.” Speakers in the afternoon 
were C. W. Post of Battle Creek, H. 
Donzelman of Cheyenne, Wyo., and 
Hiram Lloyd of the St. Louis Master 
Builders’ Association. 
OFF FOR WASHINGTON. 

Tonight, Frederick W. Job, Freder- 
ick Matson and Daniel Wavenport left 
for Washington as official representa- 
tives of the Citizens’ Industrial Asso- 
ciation to argue against the Socialist 
legislation now before the Hou ot 
Representatives and Senate commit- 
tees. A telegram was sent early in 
the day to Senator McComas, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Ed- 
weation and Labor, because it was 
feared he would let the fate of the 
eight-hour bill slip by without any: 
representatives of the association being 
present. 

Senator McComas was charged in the 
convention with favoring the passage 
of the eight-hour bill, and, in answer 
to a letter to A. C. Marshall, secretary 
of the association, in which he said 
representatives would have to appear 
in Washington Tuesday morning, the 
convention sent the following tele- 


m: 
“The Citizens’ Industrial Association 
of America, in convention at Indian- 
apolis, on the 22nd of February, 1904, 
protests against the adoption of the 
eight-hour bill and respectfully re- 
quests that if it is the intention to re- 
port such bill a hearing upon the same 
be accorded at a convenient date in 
the future, when this association may 
present its opposition.” : 

The delegates who went to Washing- 
ton tonight took with them copies of 
the resolutions adopted opposing the 
anti-conspiracy and eight-hour bills. 

PRESIDENT PARRY'S ADDRESS. 

President Parry, in his address, spoke 
as follows: 

“Gentlemen and delegates of the 
Citizens’ Industrial Association of 
America: 

“This convention is one of the most 
important gatherings that will as- 
semble this year. It has come together 
for the purpose of voicing the prvtest 
of the business men and good cittzen- 
ship of the country against the ‘ax 
enforcement of law in labor dis- 
putes and the proposed passage of semi- 
Socialistic legislation now pending in 
Congress. 
“It has also assembled for the pur- 
pose of effecting the permanent or- 
ganization of a great national associa- 
tion that will enable the busy men of 
affairs in industrial pursults to wield 
“a proper, and, I believe, a wholesome 
influence in the shaping of pub.ic af- 
fairs. 

“The great miajority of those whose 
time ig absorbed in a life ere 
apt to give but little heed fo the busi- 
ness of the government, but a conven- 
tion like this, I believe, is evidence 
that the business man is beginni to 
see that it does not pay to neglect 
his duty as an American citizen. The 
government is only that which the peo- 
ple make it; and, unless those elements 
of citizenship which have a substan- 
tial interest in the country’s welfare 
exercise their proper share in the shap- 
ing of public events, it need not-be sur- 

ing if those elements that bave 
nothing to lose but to gain 
succ to some extent In giving a So- 
cialistic trend to government. 

“In this convention are: delegates 
from a number of State and national 

izations of employing interests, 

but the greater portion of those present 
are representatives of employers’ as- 
s and citizens’ alliances which 

have been formed in nearly all the cen- 
ters of industry in comparatively recent 
months.

February 1904, for the purpose of com- 
mleting the work of organizing the 


tion. 


national association. This convention 
has been called in carrying out the will 
of the Chicago meeting. 

“You have come together t for 
selfish ends, but for the pur of 
furthering the best interests ef the na- 
The association which you are 
forming has for its object the main- 
tenance of those free industrial con- 
ditions which have made this nation 
great in the past and which are nec- 
essary for its future development and 
prosperity. During this last year 5So- 
clalistic unions and labor trusts have 
become a serious menace both to the 
industrial welfare and to the perpetuity 
of American institutions. We express- 
ly deny that we are opposed to the 
right of labor to organize, but we are 
firm in our determination that indi- 
v‘dual and property rights shall be re- 
spected by every organization, be it 
composed of workmen or of other citi- 


zens. 
WHAT WE OPPOSE. 

“We are opposed to the closed shop, 
sytnpathetic strikes and restgiction of 
output. We stand for the enforce- 
ment of law in industrial controver- 
sies, not only for its enforcement to- 
day, but tomorrow and for all time. 
We are firm in the belief that individ- 
ua! incentive and enterprise should be 
untrammeléed and encouraged to the ut- 
termost. The interests of all classes, 
including those of labor, cannot avoid 
being injured by attempts of govern- 
ment or of civil organizations looking 
to the arbitrary regulation of industry. 
Therefore, eight-hour, anti-injunct! sn 
and nationa!] arbitration bills are also 
to be utterly condemned as being dan- 
gerous innovations in government and 
certain to affect disastrously the na- 


tional welfare.

PROPAGANDA. 

“The most important work th 
should be carried on by the Citisens’ 
industrial Association, to my mind, is 
taat of educational propaganda. The 
only true solution of the labor ques- 
tion must lie in an ap 1 to the intel- 
ligence of the people. he methods and 
tne economic ideas of trades unionism 
‘annot survive thorough public discus- 
But the pubiié js not to be 
greatly blamed if it arrives at errone- 
ous conclusions by virtue of having but 
one side of the question continually 
put before it. There must be some an- 
tidote provided for the poisonous doc- 
trines of socialism. By carrying on a 
suitable propaganda, the great ma- 
jority of the people, who are predis- 
pased to be fair and just, will soon 
come to a thorough understanding of 
‘ne true nature of the strike societies 
and their detrimenta! effects upon the 
interests of clasees, including even 
those of labor. With the pro 

proper public 
seiitiment in favor of the enforcement 
of law and the maintenance of competi- 
tive conditions, it will be saible for 
employers and independent labor to ex- 
ercise their constitutional rights, but 
without this salutary public sentiment 
it is next to useless to attempt to ex- 
ercise those rights. My idea, therefore 
is that the Citizens’ Industrial As0- 
should have ample 

unds with which to carry o 
"propaganda rry On ite work 

, is national association to 
mind, in a better position Sy lh 
educationa] work than any other or- 
ganization ,of the country. It is not 
aampered by considerations arising 
from ‘direct dealings with organized 
labor. Some organizations of employ- 
ers in industries that afe more or leas 
dominated by the unions appear to be 
compelled, under the force of circum- 
stances, to make joint agreements and 
to submit to arbitrations witch involve 
a partial surrender of their rights to 
employ whom they please on terms 
mutually satisfattory to the employer 
and th® employ#. Such associations 
are necessarily handicapped in carry- 
ing On educational work, but it is even 
more important to thelr members than 
it is to employers in general that there 
bé some force in the country which is 
carrying on an adequate work of pro- 
paganda. 

MINERS AN EXAMPLE. 

“In this very hotel several weeks 
ago the mine operators assembled in 
order to confer with the miners’ or- 
ganization as to the bituminous scale 
of wages for the ensuing year. The 
miners made demands which were tan- 
tamount to an increase of wages of 
from 10 to 16 per cent. Every year for 
several years the miners have come 
forward with demands for increased 
pay, and the operators, after putting 
up an opposition to the demands, have 
yielded upon the threat of a strike in 
the event of their not yielding. The 
result of this policy hag been that the 
miners now receive better pa} than 
men performing a similar grade of 
bor in other industries, and their or- 
ganization hes advanced into the cap- 
italistic class, with nearly two million 
dollars of ready cash in its treasury. 
Dfd the miners’ organization yield to 
the request of the mine operators that 
wages be red 165 per cent? It did 
not. The operators claimed that it was 
impossible to advance the prices of 
coal any higher or to maintain present 
prices without seriously restricting the 
demand, but the officers of the miners’ 
organization replied that high wages 
are the cause of prosperity, and that, 
therefore, they must not go down. The 
joint conference thus came to no con- 
clusion .and it is a matter of future ne- 
gotiation to prevent a great strike on 
April 1, which, if it occurs, will par- 
alyze the industries of many of our 

t manufacturing States. hen, as 
in this case, it is possible for a great 
labor trust to take a rule-or-ruin post- 
tion, is it not time that effective meas- 
ures were being adopted to arouse a 
proper public understanding of the is- 
sues involved? : 

“We do not want any more national 
arbitration tribunals to haggle with 
labor trusts as to the- terms upon which 
they will consent to allow industry to 
proceed in this country, and we do not 
want to see a great public sentiment 
demanding the creation of such trib- 
unals for such an infamous purpose. 
Therefore, I wish to emphasize the 
fact that employers in unionized in- 
dustries have as vital an interest in 
the success of the objects of the Citi- 
izens’ Industrial Association as have 
employers who can exercise a fair mo- 


dicum of their constitutional rights. I 
that all associations af emnloyr.

the primary purpose of exposing the 
fallacies of trades unionism and de- 


damental principles of individual lib- 
erty and property rights which are the 
foundation of our government. 
INIQUITOUS LEGISLATION. 
“Aside from its efforts to instill a 


wholesome public understanding 
and ‘regard for American law 
and .for common-sense political 


economy, the Citizens’ Industrial As- 
sociation can also perform a valuable 
work by directing campaigns against 
iniquitous legisfation that is proposed 
by organized labor. As an instance of 
what it can do, I have only to remind 
you of what it has done thus far in 
reference to the anti-injunction bill 
now pending before the House Com- 
mittee on Judiciary at Washington. 
Obtaining a few days’ notice of the in- 
tention of the committee to give a 
hearing of the bill, the 

were promptly notified, and immedi- 
ately there was an outpouring of pro- 
tests against sudden action, from the 
employers in every city and town of 
the country. The committee postponed 
its proposed hearing, and granted lib- 
eral time for the employers to prepare 
themselves for the presentation of 
their side of the question. The new 
hearings were set for February 24, 25 
and 26, which dates, as it happens, 
come immediately following the ad- 
journment of this convention. Thanks 
to the prompt action of the various as- 
sociations affiliated with this organiza- 
tion, the employers of the country will 
now have their interests properly con- 
sidered by the committee. 

“A large and thoroughly competent 
delegation representing various asso- 
clations, as well as this organization, 
will appear at Washington this week. 
In this instance, you have a demon- 
stration of the power of organization. 
The law maker is not to be blamed for 
following the line of least resistance. 
Offset organized labor with the or- 
ganized employer, and the law maker 
is in the great majority of cases, I be- 
lieve, going to do what his conscience 
And his better judgment dictate. So 
long as the employer has a righteous 
cause that cause is worthy of being 
properly presented, and it is the busi- 
ness of the employer to make such ade- 
quate provisions as will insure its be- 
ing properly presented. I hope the time 
will come when there will not be a 
meeting of the Legislature in any 
of the States in which the organized 
employers will not exercise as much 
influence and will not receive as much 
consideration as organized labor, and I 
believe that thé Citizens’ Industrial 
Association, as it becomes thoroughly 
organized, will be able to take care 
of State as well as national legislation. 

“Another important end to be ac- 
complished by the Citizens’ ay 
Association is that of influencing the 
palicies of poltical parties and the of- 
fical conduct of public officers. The 
two leading political parties have 
heretefore been governed more or less 
br fear of offending the unions, and 
white vielding from time to time to the 
demands of the labor agitators, ther 
have carefully avoided the tesue of tn- 
dividual liberty or secialiem. The or- 
dinary politcian feels the marrow 
creep up his spinal column if by some 
mischance the union tabel is not 
printed on his political literature. But 
this cringing attitude toward the un- 
ions of the _— who makes politics 4 
business will undergo a salutary mod- 
ification when it is discovered that, 
after all, the unions represent but a 
small portion of the voters and that 
iruckling to them will not advanc 
the of those seeking public 
office. 

POLITICAL SUBSERVIENCY. 

“Men in public life must be made to 


realize that no organization has a li- 
cense to violate law, that every man 
has a right to work where he pleases 
and for whom he pleases, that it is not 
the business of government to dis- 
criminate against any class of work- 
men in favor of another class, and 
that the employer is entitled to the 
full protection of the law in his effort 
to conduct his own affairs. Lookin 
at the matter from a national point o 
view, no political party should become 
subservient to an organization that 
assumes the sovereign right to say 
who shall work and who shall not 
work and which attempts to compe’ 
the national government to discrim- 
‘nate between its citizens as to the en- 
forcement of law, the employment of 
men tn the public service and in the 
making of contracts for public work. 
But no political party is apt to follow 
after the false gods of socialism or 
allow the irresponsible labor agitator 
to write its national platform if it 
thereby challenges the opposition of 
strong national associations of busi- 
ness men such as the Cifizsens’ Indus- 
trial Association. 

“Aside from the part it can play itn 
the arousing of wholesome public 
thought and In the influencing of pub- 
lic affairs to the end that individual 
and property rights may be respected, 
the Citizens’ Industrial Association 
can also be-of great practical value to 
its constituent membershi through 
tyreaus of information an organiza- 
tion. I believe it is uite feasible to 
have a bureau of labor which shall 
keep a record of law violators and la- 
bor agitaters, which record shall be 
open to all employers. I believe also 
that an organization bureau could be 
of much service in supplying informa- 
tion and printed matter pertaining to 
organzation. I also believe that the 
publication department of the asso- 
clation should issue 4 small bulletin 
as a means of disseminating informa- 
tion to the various associations as to 
the work that Is poo | in differ- 

ris of the country. 

rae to the question of organization 
it is pertinent for me to say thet the 
Citizens’ Industrial Associatior, Goes 
rot propose to interfere in any man- 
ner a the internal government or 
policies of its constituent bodies. The 
various associations that belong to its 
membership have their own problems 
to work out in accordance with the 
special circumstances that confront 
them, The national association, to my 
mind, should deal with the labor ques- 
tion from a broad national standpoint, 
It cannot afford to be hampered by con- 
siderations which are potent in, certain 
special Industries, and its recomenda- 
tions should be advisory and not obli- 
gatory upon its mem bership. 

PROTECTIVE ORGANIZATION. 

“As to the question whether a local 
organization should be formed upon the 
lines of an employers 
upon those of the citizens’ alliance, 
ee be the duty of the national as- 
sociation to give full information as to 
both forms of organizationg and to 
leave it to the members of the 


new association to them- 
selves which plan they shall adopt. In 
some communities, y tn the 


larger cities, the emplo association 
appears to be Gavel, in other 
communities the citizens’ alliance or a 
combination of the two kinds of or- 
anization has been fouad the most ef- 
ective in accomplishing the re- 
sults desired. In the larger cities, the 
problems confronting the formation of 
citizens’ alliances do not seem to have 
been solved as yet, but I have been 
greatly impressed with the fact that 
wherever an alliance has een suc- 
cessfully formed tbe result hag been 
the weakening of the following of the 
labor agitators by the coming Into the 
alliance of those who wish to be freed 
from the dictation of union bosses.

“In the alliance movement lies a hope 
which argues well for the future and 
therefore, I think that the formation 
of alliances should be encouraged 
wherever the chances seem to favor 
their success. I believe thoroughly in 
both the employers’ association and 
citizens’ alliance and in many cities 
it seems possible that it would be well 
to have both kinds of organizations. 
Perhaps as our organization move- 
ment develops we could have craft al- 
liances organized in connection with 
craft organizations of employers, par- 
ticularly in the | r cities. There 
is no necessary conflict between these 
two formas.of organization, and as there 
is no difference between them as to 
the ends they seek to accomplish, both 
should receive the hearty support of all. 

DUTY OF EMPLOYER. 

“While I wish to avoid in this ad- 
dress going into a discussion of the la- 
bor question, yet I think it proper for 
me to say a few words as to the duty 
the employer owes to the employé and 
the country at large. In the first place, 
the employer would be derelict in his 
moral obligations to labor if he be- 
came a voluntary party to discrimi- 
ration In the employment of men ac- 
cording as they may or may not be- 
long to any civil organization having 
lawful purposes. In a free country, @ 
man's political or religious belief 
should not be considered a bar to his 
chance of making a livelihood. Neither 
should his membership or non-mem- 
bership in a union be such a bar. In 
order that freedom be something more 
than a mere name, the general public 
must possess the right of contract. 

“There could be no freedom if only 
a certain portion of the people have 
the right to contract for the sale of 
their labor or services. The employer 
should not be influenced by any other 
considerations in the hiring of men 
than the ability, fitness and loyalty of 
the applicants. It is only by following a 
policy of this kind that merit can re- 
ceive its just reward and the highest 
measure of success be secured in in- 
dustry. Therefore, it is the plain duty 
of the employer to resist to the utter- 
most the ‘closed-shop’ demand of or- 
ganized labor. 

“Since it is his moral duty not to 
discriminate between union and inde- 
pendent labor, it is his duty, through 
orgenization, to demonstrate to the 
general public that he should not be 
forced into becoming an involuntary 
party to such discrimination. I do not 
believe that the general public will 
support organized labor in its efforts 
to compel the employer to become its 
business agent, for such he would be- 
come if he be forced to refuse em- 
ployment to men because they do not 
belong to the union. The leaders of 
organized labor will be relieved of a 
great deal of the burden of maintain- 
ing the membership of their organiza- 
tion if the employers could be com- 
pelled to keep up this membership 
for them. refore, in not resisting 
the efforts of the labor agitators to 
make them their tools In the work of 
fastening the shackles of despotism 
upon labor, the employers are gravely 
lacking = the duty they owe to labor 
in ral. 

. employer has a legal right to 
employ only union men if he so 
choose, and the members of a union 
have a right to refuse to work with In- 
dependent labor. But I maintain that 
neither the employer nor the mem- 
bers of the union have any moral 
right in either case to thus discrimi- 
‘nate against men who do not care to 
belong to a certain organization. If the 
union persist, however, In discriminat- 
ig against the independent laborer by 
refusing to work with him, its legal 
right to so discriminate ends with his 
refusal to work. It has no legal right 
to prevent the independent laborer 
from working, and it has no legal right 
to compel the employer not to hire the 
independent workman. 

DISCRIMINATE IN TURBN. 
“Now if the unions take the position 
that there must be discrimination 
against independent labor as the price 
for the employment of union labor, 
then I believe it becomes the duty of 
the employer to discriminate against 
union labor. The employer is not to 
be expected to employ men who are 
seeking to compel him not to employ 
other men and who also are seeking to 
invade the rights of the employer in 
other respects. Must 
derstand that while men have the 
right to organize —_ associations 
they see fit, there is this qualification, 


that the acts and purposes of such as- 
sociations #Ball not be cont to law 
and the s of American om, 


and they must understand that those 
who join associations which seek to 
discriminate inst other men may 
expect to fin themselves discrim- 
inated against. Whether an employer 
or not, he should a 
times a position which 
the general public to contratt 
wit m. 


“For the maintenance of individual 


liberty and industrial peace, it is nec- 
ersary for the employer to a te 
this duty which he owes to the public 
and to in his determi to 
carry out his duty. It is upon him 
that must fall in great part the bur- 
den of maintaining free industrial 
conditions. The average workman is 
not In a position to incur the hostility 
of organized labor and unless the em- 
ployer is —— to battle the 
cause of industrial om may be- 
come a lost cause. But I 
lieve it will become a lost cause. Dur- 
ing this last year the employers have 


aroused themgelves from one end of 
the land to the other and they are 
provin 


g themselves equal to the re- 
sponsibilities which the —— has 
thrust upon them. Not only this, but 
they wave also gained great headway 
in their efforts to preserve the integ- 
rity of American principles of govern- 
ment. In fact, union is falling 
more and more into nati disrepute 
as the public becomes more thoroughly 
versed in its methods and objects. 

“But while much has been gained, it 
would be folly to underestimate 
strength of unionism or to arrive at a 
premature conclusion that the d 
to be apprehended has been elim- 
inated. ere ia but one safe policy 
for the employers to pursue and that 
is to equip themselves with such ade- 

uate organizations as wil), guarantee 

them net trouble. Not until un- 
jonism become disrupted or has 
thoroughly rged itself of its sociai- 
istic and unlawful tendencies and pol- 
icles will the need of employers’ or- 
ganizations be removed. 

“It is the business of this conven- 
tion, therefore, not only to voice the

Industrial Association of 
America. It is not the purpose, I be- 
lieve, to make the national associa- 
tion an expensive organization, but, 
nevertheless, it must be provided with 
sufficient funds if it is to become as 
effective in its work as it should be. 
The has thus far 
wmanaged with great economy, 

has been considerably handicapped in 
the work that it was possible for it to 
do because of the necessity for econ- 
omy. 

FUNDS FOR THE FIGHT. 

“In order to carry on its propaganda, 
a reasonable amount of money must be 
provided and the same is true in re- 
spect to the establishment of bureas 
of information and organization. The 
average member of the labor union 
pays from $10 to $60 a year into the 
treasury of his organization and a 
number of the national uni s have 

at sums of money on deposit in the 

nks. The American Federation of 
Labor expended $200,000 last year in 
organizetion work alone. It is said 
that it has over one thousand organis- 
ers in the fleld. It would seem strange, 
therefore, if the Citizens’ Industrial As- 
sociation of America, the national fed- 
eration of associations representing 
employing interests, could not secure 
a fair revenue. 

“In order that it may secure reason- 
able funds, it appears advisable that 
the constitution, as it now stands in 
reference to re and dues, be 
somewhat amended. I not desire to 
make any positive recommendation, 
but I wish to offer the suggestion that 
a clause be added to the section re- 
lating to membership so as to provide 
for a class of contributing members to 
be composed of individual and corpo- 
rations. I also wish to suggest that the 
maximum limit on annual dues might 
be discussed with the view of ascer- 
taining whether a higher limit in cer- 
tain cases would be cdvisable. 

“Inasmuch as this is the first con- 
vention of the association and as the 
constitution is to be finally adopted, 
I think there should be an election 
of officers for the ensuing year, al- 
though such an election at this time 
was not provided for by the Chicago 
convention. The convention should also 
decide whether it shall select the t 
place of meeting and the date for the 
same or whether this matter shall be 
left to the Executive Committee. In 
regard to the Executive Committee, I 
believe that it should be enlarged to al- 
low a better represcntation upon it 
of the various associations than it is 
now possible to obtain. 

“The work of organizing associations 
has met with much success during the 
last several months, and we have on 
our membership ro’! associations in 
nearly all the large cities and In many 
of the smaller ones. We, also, have a 
number of national associations as 
members. The Citizens’ Industrial As- 
sociation of America may. therefore. 
be considered as definitely launched 
after the holding of this convention. 
Although it was possible to limit the 
membership of this convention only to 
delegates from those associations that 
have already taken formal action in 
joining the association, it was 
extend invitation to 
all assoctations to sen representatives, 
in order that they might become inter- 
ested in the movement and participate 
in the making of a constitution and 
the formation of the organization. 


SUCCESS ASSURED. 


“The success of the Citizens’ Indus- 
trial Association ia now an assured 
fact, and, with harmony and coipera- 
tion on the part of all its constituent 
members, I am certain that it will be 
of invaluable benefit to the various as- 
sociations composing it In keeping up 
the interest in the general movement 
and in the other ways that I have 
touched upon. There is no quest!on 
Dut that it will accomplish a great deal 
for the general good of the country 
and I believe that its influence is des- 
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Dispatch.} After a wrangle of several 
years over the question of Federal pa-

RESCULAR SESSION.

HOAR AND FORAKER SCRAP, 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—I M1.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The fea- 
ture of today's’ session the Senate 
Was a speech from Mr. Hoar in expla- 
nation of his former speech on the 
isthmian canal situation. He com- 
plained of the eriticiams of his utter- 
ances at that time, saying that he had 
been misunderstood and misrepresented, 
and contended that his intention on 
that occasion had been to secure ful! 
information on the Panama revolt and 
not to cast reflections on the President. 
Mr. Foraker was mentioned among 
others who had criticised the first 
speech, and after Mr. Hoar had con- 
cluded the Ohlo Senator replied that he 
had not meant unjustly to refiect on 
Mr. Hour, and justified his remarks by 
quoting from Mr. Hoar's origina! 
speech. Mr. Hoar replied, accusing Mr. 
Foraker not only of having. misrepre- 
sented him on the firet occasion, but of 
misrepresenting him today. The re- 
sult was a sharp colloquy at short 
range, and when it came to a conclu- 
sion the Senators did not appear to 
bave approached any nearer to an un- 
derstanding than at the beginning. 
speeches were made-during the 
day by Mr. Carmack, whose remarks 
were devoted to a censure of Minister 
Bunau-Varilla, and by Mr. Cullom, 
who, as chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, has had charge of 
the treaty. The Senate has adjourned 
until 11 o'clock tomorrow, 

Expressing his conviction that later 
events had vindicated his course, Mr. 
Hoar expressed his confidence in the 
“wisdom and courage of the President,” 
saying that he had no secrets from 
the people, and adding: 

“We approve what he has done al- 
ready and what he has promised to 
Se.” 

Massachusetts had, he also said. sup- 
perted Mr. Roosevelt through one ad- 
ministration and expected to support 
him in another. 

Passing to the immediate considera- 
tlen of the treaty, Mr. Hoar said that 
the independence of Panama is an ac- 
complished fact and all that the Senate 
has to do is to deal with the treaty 
on its merits. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Hoar made complaint of the speech 
made by Mr. Foraker in criticiem of 
this previous address, and when Mr. 
Hoar coneluded, Mr. Foraker, in reply, 
said that if he had on the former occa- 
son misunderstood Mr. Hoar he was 
not the only Senator who had done so. 
Mr. Foraker said the Massachusetts 
Senator had spoken In terms of praise 
of the President, “but of what avail is 
all that when coupled with the 6en- 
ator’s interpretation of the Senator's 
telegrams and that In the face of what 
the President had said of having no 
complicity in the Panama uprising?" 
Mr. Hoar said he had no doubt of 
Mr. Foraker's sincerity. “but.” he said, 
“I cannot reconcile his expression of 
respect for me with his expression of 
disbelief of what I say is my post-

Burton, that the United Stateg does not 
need a large navy unless there shail be 
a combination of all Europe, with na- 
vies against this country.

At Indianapolis, yesterday, assem- 
bled a notable gathering—the first an- 
nual qgonvention of the Citizens’ In- 
dustrial Association of America. Del- 
egates were present from aljl sections 
of.the United States, about 400 branch, 
associations being represented. The 
sessions of the organization promise 
results of interest and importance in 
the industrial world. j 

It is a mistake to dénounce this 
movement as a movement against la- 
bor. It is a movement directed against 
the abuses and the unjust aggressions 
of unionism, not against unionism in 
the abstract. The Citizen's Industrial 
Association does not bind its members 
to discriminate against members of 
trades unions, nor does iteven recom- 
mend that it shall do so, except as 
a matter of virtual necessity. On the 
contrary, one of its articles of faith 
calls for no discrimination as between 
non-union and union labor, unless the 
unions themselves force such discrim- 
ination as a war measure. For this 
principle the preanizatiog stands 
fast. 

To protect the non-union workman in 
the enjoyment of his guaranteed 

hts is one of the principal objects 
of the Citizens’ Industrial Association. 
This purpose alone, if it had no other, 
would a sufficient reason for its 
existence and maintenance; for upon 
this principle—the absolute right of 
every man to enjoy, without hin- 
drance, the fruits of his labor—de 
pends the integrity of the whole indus- 
trial fabric. 

The Citizens’ Industrial Assocla- 
tion came into existence as a neces- 
sity of the industrial situation. Some
